Mr. Haile entered Dartmouth coll'if, 
fiom which he was graduated with 
high honors in 1856. Then he went to 
Springfield, where he studied law and 
Tvas admitted to the bar. For a s^ort 
timer he practiced law in Boston, after 
which he returned to Hinsdale, N. H.. 
to engage in the manufacture of woolen 
goods. He became a partner of his

Are In a Bad Tangle 


Boston, Feb. 13.—Little baa developed 


In regard to the troubles of the >South 
Danvers National bank and the other 
organizations and institutions with 
which its ex-cashier, George M. Foster, 
was connected. Receiver Hampton and 
his expert accountant are still at work 
on the books of the bank. 


In Peabody and Salem the depositors 


and shareholders in the bank do not 
take kindly to the effort on the part 
of some of Foster's friends to shift the 
responsibility of the bank's collapse 
upon the directors, and to make it ap- 
pear that Foster'has been made the 
scapegoat for the misdeeds of others. 
According to stories told by some of 
those who know Foster intimately, hia 
downfall is largely the result of self- 
conceit As one l*eabody resident puts 
It; 
"Someone told him he was a great 


financier, and he believed it." Foster 
Is said to have bad on exalted idea 
of his ability as a financier, and as a 
result waa easily flattered and induced 
to accept positions in various specula- 
tive companies by their promoters, who 
then used his' uauie and position as 
cashier of the bank to boom their enter- 
prises. 


Nothing new In regard to any of the 


companies or institutions has developed 
at the court house in Salem. 
In fact 


the whole affair seems to wait upon the 
result of the present examination of 
the books of the bank, and upon the de- 
cision of Assistant District 
Attorney 


Casey, who now has the matter in 
charge. 


It has been generally expected that 


when the books of the United Tanners' 
Glue company were examined, their 
contents might throw light on the con- 
nection of the affairs of the South Dan- 
vers National bank and the glue com- 
pany, with both of which Foster wa$ 
connected, but now that the books have 
been inspected the opposite is fonnd to 
be the case. 


Harry Walker, one'of the receivers of 


the glue company, wciic to New York 
to secure the books and to bring them 
back to Peabody. 
He found the books 


in the possession of a former receiver 
of the company, but after examining 
them was unable to get any information 
which would be of use to anyone at this 
end. He has returned to Peabody, and 
in speaking on the subject said: 


"The books were in such a state that 


it was impossible to make head or tail 
of them. I ne-ver saw such a mixed-up 
set in my life. 
There was absolutely 


no use of bringing them back here, as 
they could not do anybody any good. 
It looked to me as if the books had been 
kept by a set of men who endeavored 
by means of them to cover up the trans- 
actions of the company and who were 
perfectly successful."

The name of the skipper is Captain 


Foster, and' he is the commander of a 
Bailing vessel which plies between the 
orient and San Francisco. He was mak- 
ing one of bis usual trips on the day 
when he landed at Marcus island, and 
*he result seems to show that be was f nl- 
y justified io going for a few hoars out 
>f bis usual course. True, he found the 
bland, uninhabited and barren, but then 
ae was shrewd enough to see that it 
might prove of considerable value in the 
future, and consequently, as there was no 
evidence that any one owned it, he deter- 
mined to take it under bis own protection. 


Having arrived at this decision, he re- 


turned to his cabin and wrote a polite let- 
;er to James.G. BlaJme, who was then 
secretary of state, Informing him of his 
new acquisition and requesting pennis- 
?lon to hoist the United States flag there- 
on. No American ever appreciated an 
Adventurous deed more than Mr. Blaine, 
•rad it did not tab* him tag to send word 
to the modern RaMnsen Orvsoe that he 
was at fall liberty to hoist the United 
States flag from the moat conspicuous 
peak of his new domain. This was wel- 
come news to Captain Foster, and a few 
hours after it reached him tbe start and 
stripes wore raised on the Island, and 
there they have waved ever since, not a 
single great power uttering a word of pro- 
test, but all, on tbe contrary, tacitly. If not 
openly,. recognizing Captain Foster's 
ownership and the suzerainty of the 
United State*.

While my man attended to* some camp 


duties, I shouldered my rifle and walked 
up the ravine where I hod shot the ani- 
mal which the wolves had stopped to do- 
vrmr. On arriving there a strange sight 
met the. eye. The fresh bones qf at least 
half a dh*en animals wet* scattered all 
around, and the earth was torn up as if a 
desperate struggle had taken place.

I think I can spot a good 
man as quick as any one. But I've been 
fooled. I was running on the Pennsylva- 
nia's fast Chicago train six years ago. 
The first people to get around one night 
staggered sac. There was an old man with 
cowhide boots and a paintbrush beard at 
the head at a parade of six kids. There 
was seven berths gone, and I said to my- 
self, 'Not a cent in sight' 'Well,' I said 
to myself, 'you're up against it Half tho 
car a kindergarten, with a jayhawker for 
the teacher.

A "classic" turf trophy, the oi^ Wood- 


lawn vase, after serving- as the priv'o In- 
uiaiiy a spirited race without the ortg* 
Inal conditions having fulte been fuV- 
filled, has been purchased by the West- 
chester Racing association, and It will 
be added to ihe Morris park autumn 
weight for age race at 2*4 milea, says 
the Hew York Sun. The first closing 
of entries Is on Feb. 12, the second on 
Aug. 15, when the conditions under 
which the vase is to be run for will be 
announced. 


The history of the Woodlawn vase 


includes the last period of racing in 
the south "befo' the wab," Its revival 
in Kentucky after the conflict and the 
"palmy days" of the sport at Sheeps- 
head Bay and Jerome park. The tro- 
phy was made for R. A. Alexander of 
Woodburn, Ky., In 1SGO, who presented 
It to the WooJlinvu Association of Lou- 
isville, to be run far at 1'cur railcs arsil 
to be won three times before becoming 
the property of the Dinner.

T. G. Moore, with Mollie Jackson and 
Idlewlld, scored two wins in 1861, the 
first races held for the cup. The war 
forced a suspension of racing at Louis- 
ville until 1SG6, when the trophy was 
raced for again, generally resulting in 
"walkovers" for Mr. Alexander, al- 
though General Abe Buford had a win 
with Hairy of the West. The Louis- 
ville Jockey club then bought the vase, 
and it was added to the Great Ameri- 
can Stallion Stakes of 1STS and won by 
Bramble for the Dwyer brothers. It 
has since been held In the north and in 
succeeding years has been added to 
several races, to be won by the same 
horse. In 1SS3, at Sheepshead Bay, in 
the Great Long Island Stakes at two 
mile beats, Frederick Gebhard won it 
with Eole. but the Dwyers won it back 
In 1S84 and 1885 with the successive 
wins of Miss Woodford. It was last 
raced for at Jerome park on Oct. 4, 
1891, the last day's racing at that fa- 
mous resort, when M. F. Dwyer won 
the vase with Banquet, beating Sir Ex- 
cess, who had won it for J. W. Rogers 
two weeks earlier. A few days ago 
Mr. Dwyer sold the vase, one of the 
most handsome specimens of the silver- 
smith's art made in this country, to the 
Westchester Racing association.

ever seen will be constructed this sum- 
mer at the yard of John P. Gordon ia 
Franklin, OD Frenchman's bay, says a 
Bangor (Me.) dispatch to the New Sort 
Times. She Is to be a seven master, 
much larger than either of the two sis 
masters built in Maine last year, the 
Eleanor A- Percy and tbe George W. 
Wells. These sis masters are 0.142 and 
2,743 tons net respectively and about 
300 feet on the keel.

monster is to be 335 feet OD tbe keel, 54 
feet beam, 32 feet depth of hold, 18 feet 
draft in ligbt trim and about 4,000 tons 
pet register. 


The frame is to be cut in the Maine 


woods not far from Gordon's yard and 
Is to be tbe heaviest ever put Into a 
vessel in Maine. Sawyer Bros, of Mill- 
bridge, the famous shipbuilders, will 
hare charge of the work, and It IB ex- 
pected that the frame will be up before 
July 4. Tbe vessel is to be owned in 
quarter shares by John Paul Gordon of 
.Franklin, Crabtree & Havey of North 
Sullivan, Dimbnr Bros, of Sullivan and 
Captain Orlando Foss, who will com- 
mand ber.

ner property, and to buy from the rear 
of the Barnard property 40 feet. The 
gymnasium will then occupy the rear 
of both lots, ottering room for a build- 
ing- about 40 by 90 fleet in size. It will 
front on Morris street, and will be con- 
nected with the present 
association 


buildintr. 


The men who took the option on the 


Barnard property to hold it for the as- 
sociation, expressed themselves as will- 
ing. to dispose of the rear of it, the 
front thus beizitj left free for business 
or other purposes. 


The gymnasium which this arran<-e- 


ment will allow will be larger than most 
of the T. M. C. A. gymnasiums built irl 
cities of this r'ae,, and th plan is con- 
sidered by the trustees a most satisfac- 
tory one.

At Bronovo, 
cue of the most important hospitals, 
which Is supported by private funds, 
she seemed greatly interested In and 
cqnverscd with. many, of the patients. 
For several months a young Boer has 
been treated In the hospital for an ail- 
ment contracted In South Africa. He 
was most anxious to see the queen, 
who was greatly interested In him and 
Inquired how he was feeling. Instant- 
ly the reply came: 


"Now that I have seen you, I feel 


much better, your majesty." 


An amusing scene took place In the 


room of an old man from Brabant. 
The doctor found him in great glee- 
after the queen had been there and said 
to him: 


"\That makes you so happy?" 
"Oh, her majesty has just been here." 
"What did she say to you?" 
"She thanked me." 
"For what?" 
"Why, I congratulated her upon her 


approaching marriage, of course." 


The queen went through all the 


rooms at Bronovo, which are mostly 
private, and visited the laboratory, to- 
ward which she contributed a hand- 
some check last year. To all the chil- 
dren in the hospital she gave presents 
of dolls and other toys. 


The fact that five cinematograph ex- 


hibitions were a feature of the popular 
entertainments on the eve of the wed- 
ding day reminds me of an amusing 
incident. 
During the various enter- 


tainments given after the queen's en- 
gagement and while her majesty and 
her fiance were on a visit to their royal 
relatives in Germany cinematograph 
pictures were taken. These have been 
shown here, and to the surprise of the 
simple Hollanders, Hertog Hendrlck 
Is seen boldly stepping out walking in 
advance of the queen. As the Holland- 
ers have not bean greatly Impressed 
with Hertog Hendrlck's ease1 'and" elo- 
quence of manner on the few occasions 
he has appeared In public here, they 
have made a mental note of this reve- 
lation of the cinematograph.

WONPERFUL,,DE WET, 


Some Brilliant Feat* of the Noted 


Doer General. 


De Wet bas added to his extraordi- 


nary record of surprises and'captures 
of British troops by the Uoddenfon- 
tein affair on Jan. 30. In which he took 
200 prisoners. When the complete his- 
tory of this war conies to be written', 
this extraordinary leader, whose name 
was not much beard at its opening, 
seems likely to occupy the largest place 
on the Boer side of it, says the New 
York World. And he will figure most 
conspicuously as a master of the art of 
surprising the enemy by utterly demor- 
alizing him, talking his men prisoners 
by wholesale. 


The brilliant affair at Banna's Post j 


March 31, 1900, where Colonel Broad- 
wood's column of 1,500 men was 
caught in the toils In the deep cut of 
the Kooru spruit and 428 of Its men 
captured, was De Wet's work. At Bed- 
dersburg a few days later be took 405 
British prisoners. At LIndley on May 
31 the Thirteenth battalion of the Brit- 
ish yeomanry, a picked body. Including 
the Duke of Cambridge's Own, was 
surrounded and bagged—again by De 
Wet It was De Wet, too, that gobbled 
up the great British convoy at Rhenas- 
ter on June 4, with its 55 wagon loads 
of supplies and its guard of 160 men. 
This he followed with a still more as- 
tonishing feat at the Doom spruit, near 
Rondeval, on June 6, where he drew 
600 British troops Into a position that 
obliged them to surrender and took all 
the stores which had been accumulated 
there for weeks for Lord Roberts' ar- 
my. And again at Dewetsdorp on Nov. 
26 he bagged 450 prisoners, two gnns 
and a large quantity of supplies. 


First and last this wonderful com- 


mander, operating with a force that 
has never been more than a few thon- 
cand of mounted farmers with rifles, 
has made prisoners of some 4,000 Brit- 
ish soldiers, including many of the pick 
of the regular army. But his recent 
success at Moddersfonteltt was without 
result, like all his taking of prisoners 
for a long time past. He was obliged 
to release them, having no protected 
base of operations to which be could 
Bend them for safe keeping.

THE BRITISH ANTKETVI. 


How It Will Read Now T*»t • 


Rrlajn*. 


Of the many changes that will now 


have to be aade in our everyday litera- 
ture none will be so marked as those in 
the national anthem, say the London 
Chronicle. We st^ll revert to the old 
words sung by Henry Carey at a Oorn- 
hill tavern early In 1740. the occasion 
being a dinner in celebration of the tak- 
ing of Pertobc|ft by Admiral Vernon in 
the previous year. As to whether or 
not Carey waa the author of the words 
and composer of the music he sang are 
questions which have never been set- 
tled. A galllard bearing a close reopisi- 
blance to the melody was discovered in 
a collection of virginal music written 
by Dr. John Bull and transcribed about 
1G22. 
Carey's claim from the musical 


point of view was advanced by his son, 
George Saville Carey, an actor at Co- 
vent Garden, but it Is somewhat curi- 
ous tbat his father was a contributor to 
The Hfinuqnica Anglicana of 1742 and 
that his name is against some of the 
songs, but not against the melody 
which we all tnow so well nowadays. 
These, however, are the lines sung bj 
Carey to 1740:

These yeusga. -first became popular 


during the rebellion of 1743 and, after

So 
that It Is frqin =37.45 tha^' "our illiterate 
national anthem," as Me, W. S. Gilbert 
once termed It, may be dated. The air 
has always been appreciated and often 
appropriated by musicians.

Introduced It Into his Battle Sympho- 
ny and subsequently stated In his' jour- 
nal, "I must show'. the English a little 
what a blessing they Imve hi 'God 
Save the King,"' "• 


During her majesty's long reign Ca- 


rey's version was altered many times. 
For Instance, the second line of the 
first verse ha* been rendered "Long 
may Victoria reign," and in the second 
verse people have sung, "On her our 
hopes are fixed." The .second verse has 
been the bete noire of several poets, 
and at the time of the diamond jubilee 
Dean Hole wrote the following stanza, 
In the hope that it would become gen- 
eral; 


O Lord our God aritei 
Scatter her enemies ; 
\ 
llake war to cease. 


' Keep us from plague and dearth, 


Turn thou our woes to mirtb, 
And over sU the earth 


Let there be peace. 


As for additional verses, there have

Perhaps the best (certainly Its wish 
was gratified) commenced in this way:

ot LJulithaow Palace. 


Lord Rosebery In a speech at Edin- 


burgh the other afternoon, after paying 
tribute to Queen Victoria and King 
Edward, proposed that the Scottish 
memorial to Queen Victoria take tie 
form of the restoration of Linlithgow 
palace, the home of so many great tra- 
ditions. 


Linlithgow palace Is one of the mag- 


nificent remains of ancient royal resi- 
dences In Scotland, says the New York 
Tribune. It was probably founded by 
Edward I of England, who reigned 
from 1272 to 1307. It is In the form of 
a quadrangle, occupies an acre of 
ground and has a heavy but Imposing 
exterior and fine apartments, the most 
Interesting being the parliament hall 
and the room In which Mary, queen of 
Scots, was born In 1542. The grounds 
cover 80 acres. The palace was rebuilt 
by James IV, James V and James VI 
and contains some beautiful carvings, 
especially iu the hall, banquet room, 
parliament boll and Queen Mary's bed- 
room, from which there Is a magnifi- 
cent view. It was there that Regent 
Hurray wns shot by Hamilton In 1570. 


Linlithgow is a town of Scotland, 


capital of tbe county of Linlithgow, on 
the Union canal.

'TWAS A YANKEE IDEA. 


Rockport Women Did Hatchet 


Act Fifty Years Ago. 


OAEVID PLACE INTO TLMPEEAIOE 


Three Hnadred of Them Broke !•(• 


SsJo«B» an* Spilled the Liqaot 
They Foamd—SaUova Keepers Tried 
to Obtain Redrea* IB Court*—Pop a. 
l«r Subscriptions) For Beforaers)' 
Defence. 
The career of Mrs. Nation In Kansaa 


recalls the mighty work of the famous 
Rockport (Me.) "hatchet gang," an ag- 
gregation of women temperance re- 
formers, whose name and fame spread 
far and wide and whose actions brought 
the prominent leaders icto court. 


On July 8, 1850, iu the early morning, 


says the Boston Globe, 300 of the wom- 
en of Kockport, armed with tuitchets, 
were seen wending their way toward 
Dock square. Their object was a raid 
by force and arms on the illegal liquor 
places of the town. 


The greater part of the suspected 


places were barred, as the proprietors 
had been forewarned. But the women 
were not to be foiled. 
With their 


hatchets and clubs they broke down 
doors. 
They knew what they were 


about, for almost every place visited 
bad casks, demijohns, jugs and bottles. 
These were brought into the streets, 
and soon the -gutters ran with liquors 
of all kinds. 


In aU 13 places were raided and de- 


spoiled of their stock. After complet- 
ing their work the women marched to 
the square whence tfapy had set out. 
With mutual congratulations on the 
success of their labors they returned 
home, the assemblage dispersing at 3 
in the afternoon. 


The selectmen or the police had not 


Interfered, nor had their victims of- 
fered resistance. But this was not the 
end of the matter. It was taken to the 
courts. The women's friends rallied to 
their support, and apparently public 
sentiment was with them. Contribu- 
tions ranging from $5 to $50, aggregat- 
ing more than $500, for the employ- 
ment of the best counsel came In. 


At the first trial the women were ac- 


quitted. 
Exceptions, however, were 


taken and argued before the full bench, 
the result being that the verdict was 
set aside. A second trial resulted in an 
acquittal. 


These trials were expensive. A sec- 


ond $500 was contributed, but the pub- 
lic declined to go further. John Stimp- 
son, a well known granite manufac- 
turer, assumed further expenses, which 
aggregated $1.000. 


This case Is reported In the records 


of the supreme Judicial court( Novem- 
ber, 1858. ID the ease of James Brown 
versus Stephen Perkins and wife, 
Gray's report, book IS: 


"This was an action of tort entered 


by James Brown against Stephen Per- | 
kins and wife for breaking and enter- 
Ing the plaintiff's shop In Rockport and 
"carrying away and destroying a barrel 
of vinegar and other goods of the plain- 
tiff. 


"The answer denied that the defend- 


ants entered the shop or destroyed or 
carried away any goods, and alleged 
that the building was for the sale of in- 
toxicating liquors, and so was a public 
nuisance, and that a targe number of 
persons assembled to abate the same 
and destroyed and Injured no article of 
merchandise, but only spirituous liquor 
unlawfully kept for sale, and did no 
other act and used no more force than 
was necessary to abate such a nui- 
sance." 


The trial was before Chief Justice 


Lemuel Shaw. 
Plaintiff testified he , 


was a grocer and tbat the defendants 
broke Into bis place and destroyed va- 
rious articles and tbat there was no in- 
toxicating liquor there at the time. 


The defendants introduced evJdence 


to show that about 300 women met by 
appointment, raided Brown's place 
among others and found liquor, which 
was destroyed. 
Testimony was also 


put In tbat Perkins and his wife were 
on the other side of the street at the 
time. 


One, of the defendant's witnesses 


gave this bit of testimony: 


"There were many women there and 


almost all the men in Rockport, all who 
could walk or move on crutches. 
All 


the men appeared to be approving, ex- 
cept the rumsellers. I heard no objec- 
tion. 
The selectmen, ministers, dea- 


cons, policemen, were present. None of 
them forbade what was done, but all 
was peace and harmony. They ap- 
peared to be very happy and shouts 
came up from the gentlemen. The Jus- 
tices of the peace were there. We de- 
termined to carry it through and de- 
stroy nil the liquor." 


The counsel for the plaintiff was Otis 


P. Lord, afterward a judge of the su 
perlor court, and J. W. Perry, S. H 
Phillips and R. S. Rantoul were for tho 
defense. 


At the second trial, Judge Rockwell 


presiding. Perry and Endlcott repre 
sented the plaintiffs and Derby and 
Rantoul the defendants. 


The memory of Roekport's hatchet 


gang remains until this day. 
West- 


ward the star of empire wends its way, 
and westward New England Ideas alno 
nrogre's, for the "hntchet san£" rcas 
in original product of New England. 


From that day to this Rockport has 


been a rigid temperance town.

plicably Elevator Accident*. 


A Scimitar man ran across a party ol 


Memphis men in the office of the Arling- 
ton, and they were talking about elevator 
accidents. In the party was a member ol 
the city engineer's corps, who said: 


"Every year there are hundreds of ele- 


vator accidents, and very few of them are 
from the breaking of cables or brakes. 
Tho majority of the cases on record can 
be traced to this one fact: The victim 
stepped into the shaft. Now. why on 
earth would a sane man do such a thing V 
Why, 
he simply thought he saw the eleva- 


tor car in its accustomed place, and when 
he stepped on what he thought was solid 
floor he went to his death. The first ol 
these remarkable elevator accidents that' 
was ever noticed came to light in the min- ' 
Ing regions of Colorado, Years ago I wa? 
out in that section of the country engi , 
jeering for different companies, and iu 
regard to these accidents I speak frorr.l 
what I actually saw. The first accident . 
of this kind I ever heard of was in one 
of the deep silver mines of Leadville. 


"One of the oldest tnon in the employ 


of the company, a man who bad been fol- 
lowing: mining for half bis life and knew 
this mine as'he knew the streets of Lead- 
ville, ran a car of ore over the edge of 
the shaft on the third level and was drag- 
ged down to the bottom with it. He was | 
mortally injured, but before he died be I 
told the doctor that he saw the 'cage' at ' 
the shaft. 


"Since tbat time there have been any 


number of accidents of a like nature in 
the minea out west. Sometimes the vie 
tims were all killed at once, but tbo-i 
who survived always swore tbat tht--> 
•aw the cage. I have talked to old miu 
era, and they say they dread nothing 
more than the 'ghost of the cage.' Thej 
Bay that it comeg to men who have wo<U 
ed all their lives in the mines. In f&rt. 
the longer a man has worked in a deep j 
mine the more apt is he to see the 'ghost 
of the cage.' 


"So, taking it all together, I firmly be 


Ueve that those who lose their lives bj 
Stepping into open elevator shafts really 
see the elevator car. It is one of the 
most fatal optical illusions in the world, 
but such it mus: be. The victim bas be- 
come accustomed to seeing the cage at 
the shaft when he needs it, and the pic- 
tare of it is fixed on his brain. When 
the fatal step is taken that sends him to 
death, he really sees it—the ghost of the 
cage."—Memphis Scimitar.

EVENING SCHOOLS 


Report of Superintendent 


Hall on Their Work 


This Winter 


TO CONTINUE INSTRUCTION 


Associated Charitie* Given Privilege 


of Conducting the Special Evening 


Sessions in School Buildings, 


Band of Mercy Authorized 


The school committee met last eve- 


ning and transacted considerable bu=>- 
u es-s. It was voted that 
h?.-suiter 


when there is to be no session of 
school ic the afternoon on account of 
weather, the schools shall cl"s>; at the 
usual time instead of remaining in ses- 
sion until 1 o'clock. It has been the 
custom, when the afternoon session 
was given up, to try to make up an 
houi of -what was lost by holding the 
sost,:ona till I, but there havo been a 
r'umuer of objections from parents, 
and -the committee decided to give up 
the p'ifcn. 


Th(; committee voted permianou to 


A. J. Leach 'of the Masaachus-tts hu- 
mane society to address the teachers 
in n>£.ard to his work at todays teach- 
ers' meeting and then to address the 
pupils of the various schools. Mr, 
leach has been in various places In 
this section organizing Bands of Mercy 
and plans to organize the local schools 
in the same way. Accounts of his v.-ork 
have been published in«connectlon with 
vhat he has done in 'Williamstown. 


The report of Superintendent Hall on 


the work of tile evening schools for 
the winter was presented and is given 
below. The report shows much inteiest 
in the work, with a very hign average 
of attendance, while the e-xoense per 
pupil has been much less than in other 
c;ties. The committee received a re- 
quest from the associated charities for 
perml&sion to use the school rooms for 
c&rrylng on^the Instruction under the 
auspices of 'the society and this por- 
m:ssion was given. It Is the p'avi, as 
reported in this paper some time ago, 
to provide a continuation of t'-e in- 
struction such pupils as desire it. 


Report on livening School* 


The following is the" report in full on 


the evening schools for the season l&OO- 
1P01 as presented to the committee by 
Superintendent Hall: 


The first term tegan November 5, 1900 


end continued for six -weeks. 
Four 


sessions were held each week, on Mon- 
day, Tuesday, "Wednesday and Thurs- 
day evenings. A vacation was given 
during the holidays from December 1 
to January 7. and the second term of 
fluur weeks, 16 evenings, closed January 
31, 1901. Twelve school rooms were oc- 
cupied; one at Greylock, four at the 
Houghton school and seven at Drury. 
The classes bouan work each evening 
at 7 o'clock and- were dismissed at 9 
o'clock. 


The whole number registered 
was 


373. men 204, women 133. The average 
attendance was ?76, or 74 per cent of 
the whole n-imber registered. 
The 


average percentage of attendance in 
the evening schools of the state last 
jiear was 53 i>er cent. The highest aver- 
age of attendance in this city was 
reached at Druiy,78 per cent, the lowest 
at Greylock, 60 per cent. The rooms 
which secured the best 
attendance 


were Miss Whitney's Miss ' Madden's 
and Mrs. Sheridan, each 79 per cent. 
The largest number of pupils register- 
ed irJ any room was 40, and the smallest 
17. The highest tiverage of attendance 
in any room was 31 and the lowest 13. 


The principal teacher in each room 


received $1.50 ands the assistant $1.25 
each evening. Assistants were employ- 
ed whenever ihe attendance in arJv 
room exceeded SO. The total cost of the 
evening schooi-5 "was$1793.62. The cost 
of instruction was 
$1439.70, - suoplies, 


lighting aril car« oil rooms $353.92. The 
average cost per pupil therefore was 
$4.90. The secretary ofl the board of 
education reports the average cost per 
pupil last year for evening schools 
throughout tha state was $5.71; in sev- 
eral cities the cost varies^from $6 to $8 
per r>upil. 


Of the 373 pupils registered, 29 were 


21 years of asjs t>r older, 220 were be- 
tween 16 and -1, while 124 were between1 
14 and 16 years of age. No pupils under 
14 years are ad'-nitted to the evening 
schools. Of tha total enrollment 275 pu- 
pils may be classed as Illiterates; that 
is, unable to write a simple sentence in 
English or read intelligently a para- 
graph taken at raiJciom from the United 
States constitution. 


The discipline and management of the 


schools was exoeilent; few teachers had 
occasion to reprimand a single pupil for 
misconduct or inattention and in many 
cases the improvement made in reading 
and writing, especially among the Illit- 
erates, was remarkable. 


The evening drawing schools had an 


average attendance of 15 flor free-hand 
drawing, charcoal and pencil, and 10 
for mechanical drawing. The instruc- 
tion, was interesting and practical.

He was one ofl the original 21 
menl who met in, Lenox for the pur- 
pose of forminpt the republican, party 
of Berkshire county. The only surviv- 
or of that gathering is Henry W. Taft.

In the Pittsfleld society, as reported 
yesterday Rev. Dr. FranclB E. Clark, 
president of the national society, was 
asked by a Pittsfleld paper to give his 
views on the matter. He wrote the fol- 
lowing in answer, which will be read 
with interest here: 


In response to your request for my 


views on the Christian Endeavor pledge 
—since the matter is "in controversy" 
as you say, I do not wish to say any 
thing which would seem like taking 
part in the controversy, but will simply 
"ay that no "Christian Endeavor so- 
ciety owes allegiance to Father Clark 
or to any one else except its own pas- 
tor and ita own church, and they are 
the proper ones, to decide any question 
that may arise in regard to tne work- 
ings of a local Christian Endeavor so- 
ciety. 


You will also perhaps allow me to 


correct 'one statement which I find in 
the article which you send me from 
your paper. The Congregational church 
63 'of the country have not lost 10,500 
members in the past year but have 
gained several thousand, nor is it true 
that there are fewer Endeavorists in 
the Congregational denomination, than 
a year ago. There has been a gain of 
several hundred and throughout the 
world a gain of more than one hundred 
thousand EndeaVorers in all denomi- 
nations, as Secretary Baer's careful 
statistics prove. The year book seems 
to be in error. 


At the recent convention in Portland 


which marked the twentieth birthday 
of Christian Endeavor the following 
resolution was passed as defining the 
attitude which the movement has held 
from the beginning: 


"Christian Endeavor makes no at- 


tempt and never has attempted to leg- 
islate for individual conscience 
and 


neither the United society nor any 
state or local union, regulates, con- 
trols or imposes conditions ton any so- 
ciety of Christian Endeavor. These 
unions are for fellowship, instruction 
and inspiration, and not for legislation 
or the exercise of control. If any so- 
ciety is in doubt as to the methods of 
organization 'or'service, it should turn 
for authoritative instruction 
to the 


pastor and church with v/hieh it is 
connected." 


The above resolution gives my view 


of the underlying principle 01" Chris- 
tian Endeavor.
